Sir Caleb Ironfide, vas a SchoelfeUoa aid intimate Ac-r 
quaintar.ce of Mr. Spencer j. Ihere «re Traditions in the Pamily 
of many concurring Orcumjiances that yery much tend to the Con- 
firmation of this Ajfertion: As, that the 'Poet communicated aS ■ 
his Writing to Sir Caleb, hefore he made them'PuhlicJi^i whether 
out of Compliment to an old Friend, or hecaufe he thought his 
Judgment really good, I can't fay. It is further faid, that the 
Author, out of <R^illery, m'd to call him Talus ; there hei^sfome 
Affinity of the Name of the one to the ferfon of the other, ' ." 

Upon rummaging my Father's Study, after his Veath (t remem' 
her I was tlien hut of two Hears flanding in the Untverjtiy) among 
other Family-Cliques, I found jel/eral Sonnets and Paftorals, 
written hy Sir Caleb 5 one of which defcrihes a Summer's jEvening 
frettHy enough, where Spencer « introjuc d unda the Title of 
Colin, walltjng and talking with him upon the Sank; 0/ l/?c"Mull'a

from a dufiy heap of this antiquated foetry, I drew the foUom- 
ing Canto; which I found a little disjigur'd aith hterpolatiom 
and Jmendments, ail Jeeming to he mitten By the fiime Hani, 
M the end of it an ioritten, in Sir Caleb'j Hand; Xhis is my 
dear Friend and Schoole-fellow, Mmne Spencer's own Hand- 
wryting ; but never imprinted, becaufe not approved of by 
Jiim, though I think jt inferiour to none of his Allegories. 
This Ohfenation I my Jetf further made : on the Margin mat 
written in a /mall Charalier hy the Ahthor himfelf; Memoran- 
dum; To relate Motiier Hubherls Tale in Verfe, if it 
pleafeth God to recover me frorti my Fe^r.' From ahence 
1 coitdude, that this Canto mat inrttteji in the Time of that 
Veyer; and muft therefore take the Liberty to dijfent from Sir 
Caleb, in averring that I thinly it infeHour to all his other Alle- 
gorical Writings : which douhtkfS mas one Iteafon vhy the Author 
reielled it. Several farts of it feem to he written with an un- 
afual Flatnefi with a , languid faint Spirit the Author at other 
times was a Stranger to : and Jeyeral of the Aexandrines, at the 
Chfe of the Stand's, were undoubtedly breath'd out in the Height 
^ i Thrmq. Sut iethut M it wilt, we may fee by hit diffe- 
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H»5 * little frtm the Threi of his Hijlory M it ma ftaais'y 
that it cimU not hi made a fart cf it, though prohahly Jo de- 
fign'd mhen firjt drium. For though all the Terfms here mar 
tiorid, hut one, are introduci hy him fomewhere or other, yet he 
ne\er reprefents them under fuch Circumfiitnces. It jeems rather 
that he refers i his firft Vefign ; for he hits made Arthegall to 
he enthraU'd hy Radigund, wto ts Jet at liberty by Britomarc, 
inform d of his Captivity hy Talus ; and Burbon and Flourdelis 
arehrought in, in the Befenth Canto 0/ the Fifth <Book, as Juing 
to Anhegall for Succour, after a 'very humble and peaceable man- 
ner. Why the Jtithor changd his firjl "Dejig/x, it is none of my 
<B»JmeJs to empire.' 

I need make no Apology for puhlifhirig and obliging thf World 
with aiy thing mitten by Jo celebrated a 'Perfon as England'^ 
Jrch-<Poet Spencer; though I forejee how ill it trill be relifhed im 
this Age, where the Stile will be thought objoltte, and the aUegoricat 
way of writing has been Jo long dsjus'd. Who all the ferfons 
are he would him hinted Jtt in thoje Times, it is hard to tell 5 
though the Vices which he aims at are yery conjpicuous : nor is it 
improbable, hut he might hiCve it in his Mind to dijfuade Tojlcrity, 
hy this Example, from Juffiring the L,iberties of their Conjiitution 
to he irfring d hy the pretended Zeal of injinuating Traitors. God 
forbid we fhonld iver ftand in need of Juch a precaution. 

I fhaB further inform the World, that among fome Verjes made 
in praije of the Author, and publijh'd at the end of his Works in 
the Edition I haMe, is a Copy fubfcribed.HohynoW, which I have 
hy me in Sir Caleb's Hand, no doubt of his compojing 5 who atjo 
Jeems to it introduciinhisfajlorjtis under that Title, as Colin V 
mojl intimate Friend. I mujl own, I was fnyail'd upon with no

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fmaU Importunity tomdke this <PuUick.; hit the OhligMims I ha'pe 
to thofe Gentlemen who perfuaded me to ity will more than excu/e me : 
J P?alt pjortly, at their injiances, and according to the Welcome this 
fiece'of Antiquity meets with, fuUijh the 'Poems of the Ironfidcs, . 
mitten upon diners Subjells, by Men of different Ages and Genius's ; 
ieinr perfuaded they will appear with no dif agreeable Cmfufion in a 
MijceUany. For you muft know, all the Ironfidcs have had fame 
f mattering of 'Poetry- more or lefs ^ or at leafi htCee pretended to it. 
There the leader fhall be entertain'd with the fafhionabk Flou- 
ripies of every Age, from the fBallad of Sidrophel Ironfide, in 
the 'S^ign of Henry the Fourth, to the Satyr of Neftor Iron- 
fide, Efcfi in the Time of Charles the Second. 

I pall, only affure the ^ader, that, what I haft or fhall publifh, 
is done with afincere Tlefign to inform and pleafe h'lm, who is at 
liberty to turn it to Inflriiliion or dJiJicufc, as he thinks fit. iTjough 
I muji warn him not to cenfure the prefent fragment, mtefs he
